The tickets of the former company wre 
ssved,as were also their money, books and 
papers, all of which were in the safé, and, of 
course, out of reach of the devouring element. 
They were not so successful in securing the 
baggage, of which a large amount was stored 
in the baggage-room. This was unusually 
valuable, and belonged mostly to our own cit- 
izens. CC. H. MeCormick, Esq., lost three 
trunks filled with his wife’s clothing, all of 
which was exceedingly costly.
